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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's submittal of an amendment was received on March 16, 2005, wherein claims 
1, 19, 32 and 43 were amended and new claims 44-46 were added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-46 are allowed over the prior art. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the Examiner's 
opinion, a snowboard binding, wherein the rear support member, including a highback, is 
arranged to support the rear portion of the rider's leg and in a folded position in which all 
portions of the rear support member are positioned at a height from the bottom surface of the 
base that is less than a height of an uppermost portion of the heel loop from the bottom surface of 
the base (at most 3 inches) was not anticipated by the prior art, nor would it have been obvious to 
a person of ordinary skill in this art. As set forth in the remarks and during a telephone 
interview, Applicant set forth that snowboard racks for storing boards have racks for both step-in 
and strap bindings. Racks for boards with step-in bindings were made to provide a 3 inch 
spacing, in contrast to boards with strap bindings, which have an overall height of about 4 inches 
or more. Step-in snowboard bindings have declined in popularity, thus the step-in racks are not 
being utilitized because snowboards having strap bindings cannot fit onto this particular type of 
rack. Therefore, the present invention provides a strap binding for a snowboard that when the 
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rear support member is folded, the overall height of the binding is only 3 inches or less. This 
allows this invention to be stored on either of the snowboard storage racks.
